Resources to Help Manage Your Budget

The following list identifies the common issues members have been having and provides brief information and steps to take 
if they are encountered: 
  
1.    Is the beneficiary just looking for a blank form to print and fill out? 
a.    Blank forms are not available 
b.    Members will have to use their CAC or a DFAS Pin (aka myPay Pin) to log in; note, Only Coast Guard can login with 
personal identity information 
c.    The new TRS program requires members log in and complete steps to confirm FEHB status and populate a pre-printed 
form 
  
2.    Is the beneficiary logging in to the correct web site? 
a.    Make sure to use https://www.dmdc.osd.mil/appj/trs/ and include the "s" in https: 

b.    URL is case sensitive and uses SSL (https://, NOT http://) 

 3.    Is the beneficiary actually eligible:  Tricare is sometimes behind the DEERS curve.  Check your DEERS eligibility and 
provide verification to Tricare.

Financial Security:  Protecting Your Rating and Name

WASHINGTON — The Internal Revenue Service today issued a consumer alert about an Internet scam in which consumers 

receive an e-mail informing them of a tax refund. The e-mail, which claims to be from the IRS, directs the consumer to a link 
that requests personal information, such as Social Security number and credit card information.  
 
A similar information story recently came out about Government Travel Cards pointing out that Bank of 
America will not email and ask for personal information.  This is one of the keys to personal security:  not re-
leasing personal information without valid identified need from those seeking it.  It pays to be a skeptic in 
these matters! 
 
One other way to ensure your credit report is accurate and good for you is to review your credit reports and 
dispute any discrepancies at least once a year.  This is important as credit reports are not kept by social, but by 
name and address.  If your name is common or you are renting, this could create interesting entries for you! 
 
You can contact the three credit reporting agencies (yes, it’s important to contact all three) to request your re-
ports for review by calling as listed below:
